Drinking at any school functioi 
it was noted, is a total violation 
of school regulations. At the meet- 
ing it was recommended that tho 
Senate call a mandatory mass 
meeting of students to discuss the 
problem. It was further recom- 
mended that Pioneer Days should 
serve as a trial period to teat 
whether students would comply 
with the regulations. If any i^tu- 
dent were to be taught drinking 
during Pioneer Days^ he would be 
severely reprimanded or expelled 

The problem of trying to prevent 
I>ersons who are not students of 
Armstrong from attending the 
dances was also discussed. To 
cope with his problem effectively, 
it was moved that students be 
required to show their Armstrong 
Identification Cards at the door.

In the new pro- 
gram, up to 100 secretaries will 
be assigned to highly responsibN^ 
positions in overseas Peace Corps 
offices in more than 40 countries. 
Their training, living accommoda- 
tions and allowances will be the 
same as those of other Volunteers. 

The Volunteer secretaries, in 
most cases, will be chief secre- 
taries and office managers for the 
small overseas offices. The Peace 
Corps assigns a Director and sub- 
ordinate staff members to each 
country in which Volunteers are 
working.
